REPORT OF 


Trustees of the Public Library. 


Though the undersigned have not been able to supply 
the needs of the library as they desired and purposed to do, 
by reason of its straitened quarters, still it is gratifying to 
note that the interest of those of our citizens who read has 
innosenseabated. During the year 3,021 books have been 
loaned. Of this number, 2,761, or 91 per cent., are works 
of fiction ; 30, or less than 1 per cent., history; 135, or 4 
per cent., travel; 31, or less than 1 per cent., biography, 
and 64, or 2 per cent., miscellaneous works. 

The number of books added during the year was 309. | 
Of these, 25 were purchased and 14 donated—Mrs. Satchell, 
2, Thomas Golden, 2, guests at the Profile House, tro. 
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We have now 2,030 books. A small number of these 
have been recently withdrawn from circulation with a view 
of having them re-bound. A larger number of books 
would have been purchased by the trustees out.of the avail- 
able funds at their disposal had here been shelf room for 
an additional book. 

At this writing the trustees, acting under instructions 
voted last March, are remodeling-that part of the old school 
room now unused into.a library room, and they confidently 
hope and expect to so execute this trust that the room 
when completed and furnished will please the most fastid- 
ious. 

In addition to the books donated we have received in 
cash, froma friend, $1.50, from the Hon. Charles H. 
Greenleaf, $52.50, for which—books and cash—the under- 
signed beg to express, in behalf of every patron of the 
library, their most grateful appreciation and sincere thanks. 

' The librarian reports the issue of 56 cards during the 
year; receipts from sale of cards, $2.76; fines, $12.11. 
Expenditures: Cards and labels purchased, $4. 345 fuel, 
$2.00; oil and sundries, $3.25. 

We recommend that the town appropriate the ‘igual 
sums of one hundred dollars for the purchase of books and 
seventy-five dollars for the services of the librarian. 

In closing we desire to give expression to our hearty 
appreciation of the efficient and courteous manner in 
which Miss Daisy E. Woodward has discharged her duties 
as librarian.
